The Chief Justice for 



Death of Col. Pryor. 

Col. John Polk Pryor died at his 
home in this city on Friday night of 
last week, after a brief illness with 
cholera morbus, aged 65 years. 
Previous to the war Col. Pryor resid- 
ed in Memphis, where he edited the 
Eagle and Enquirer, and afterwards 
published a paper at Holly Springs, 
Mississippi. During the war he was 
a soldier in the Confederate army 
under General Forrest, and took part 
in most of the engagements fought 
by that celebrated officer. While in 
the army he hauled a press and suffi- 
cient printing material around with 
the command to publish a paper 
whenever in camp long enough to 
j get it out. 

At the close of the war he wrote 
and published the life of Gen. For- 
rest. About 1870 he purchased the 
old Wooldridge farm, near Benson, 
and removed to this county. For 
several years thereafter he was editor 
of the Frankfort Yeoman; for a time 
was clerk in the office of the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture under Hon. 
John F. Davis, and later published 
a paper in Texas devoted to the in- 
terests of agriculture. He leaves a 
widow, who within the last few 
years has met with the great mis- 
fortune of losing her sight, and a 
daughter and son Miss Nettie and 
Mr. Richard Pryor to mourn his loss. 

The funeral took place Sunday 
afternoon from the Episcopal Church 
and the remains were laid to rest in 
the Cemetery.
